He 
was outspoken in his convictions just aa 
any preacher, any editor, any politician, 
should be. Bo as to the right of Mr, 
Evans to stand by his ocnvictionv, or 
•tate them as boldly as he pleaser, the 
Gazette does not demur. 
As to his con­ 
clusions, the Gazette has the right to take 
issue with him. 
Mr. Evans attempted to show that 
high license does not lessen the drink 
evil nor reduce the climes resulting from 
intemperance. But that is not the ques­ 
tion at issue.

This being the case, would the prohibi­ 
tionists prefer free saloons and their 
namber vastly multiplied, rather than 
tax them? What is true of Wisconsin 
and of New York, is true of Ohio, Penn- 
sylvanis, Michigan, Indiana, Illinois and 
every othei state in the Union where 
there is a preponderance cf foreign votes. 
There ari thousands sad tens of thous­ 
ands of votere in these states who sup­ 
port high .license, not because they 
would rather have that than prohibition, 
but because license is the best thing 
they can have. 
The positions of D r. Hodge and Mr.

Great Excitement at Chamberlain. 
C h a m b erla in , 8. Dak., Feb. ll.—Ok­ 
lahoma’s history was repeated here Mon­ 
day afternoon when news was received 
that the President had issued his proc­ 
lamation opening the Sioux reservation 
to settlement. Tho bulletin was re­ 
ceived at 3:30 o’clock, and two minutes 
later the frozen surface of the Missouri 
was black with boomers, in wagons, on 
horseback and on foot, madly rushing 
toward the promised land. There were 
fully three thousand persons In the 
throng, comprising a portion of the 
overflow from Oklahoma, a largo num­ 
ber of New Englanders and about 500 
South Dakotans, principally residents of 
this city. 
For three months representatives of 
tow’nsite companies having headquarters 
in Watertown, Huron, Mitchell and this 
city have been here, each planning how 
to got across tho river ahead of the 
others and locate a town site immediate­ 
ly opposite Chamberlain. The represen- 
tativesof the local company outgeneraled 
their com petitors. 
Men were secreted 
in the brush along tho river bank, and 
as soon as news of tho proclamation was 
received a cannon was fired by the com­ 
pany’s chief at the telegraph office, and 
the men who had lain in the brush slnco 
midnight were up and across the river 
before tho other fellows had heard the 
news. 
T here has been considerable claim- 
jum ping already, and an endless train of 
wagons and sleighs is conveying lumber 
and supplies to those who have staked 
out claim s on tho broad acres of the 
reservation. Troops are patrolling the 
reservation to preserve the peace, and 
although there will bo much litigation 
betw een claimants of land, particularly 
over the choice claims along the river 
hank, there is no probability of any 
serious trouble. 
Scenes at 
Pierre, 
P ie r r e , S. D., Feb. 
ll.—Th© first 
intim ation received by the thousands of 
boomers gathered that tho President had 
issued his proclamation opening the 
Sioux reservation settlement was con­ 
veyed by.tho discharge of a cannon in 
front of the State-House at 3:40 o’clock 
M onday afternoon. 
At once thoro was 
a scene of wild excitement. The crowd 
that blocked the street in front of the 
telegraph 
office sinco early morning 
made a break for tho coveted mile 
square across the river, but when they 
roached the west bank they found three 
com panies of troops under Col. Tessin 
drawn up in line. They were informed 
th a t us the m ilitary authorities had not 
received orders to allow settlers to enter 
tho reservation nono would bo allowed 
there. 
T his was a sore disappointment, but 
it was useless to parley. 
Col. Tossln 
would not recede from his position, 
Tw o miles down tho river from Fort 
Pierre several hundred boomers crossed 
the river, invaded tho reservation and 
began to stake out claims. 
As soon as 
the main body had been driven back to 
this city tho troops and Indian police 
went in pursuit of tho others, and all 
except a dozen or so have been sent back 
to this side. 
At night hundreds of bonfires burned 
on the wost bank of the river and troops 
and Indian police patroled tho banks to 
head of? invaders. 
When the military 
have received orders, as they certainly 
will to-day, to allow settlers to enter the 
reservation, thoro will bo another mad 
rush rivaling that of Monday, as the 
boomers are thoroughly excited. 
As the cannon started tho rush so it 
stopped the wheels of legislation tempo­ 
rarily. 
Tho members of both houses 
shouted themselves hoaise and then ad­ 
journed in honor of tho event.

The Scheme Virtually Abandoned by Its 
Backer*. 
B ism arck, N. D., Feb. ll.—The Infa­ 
mous scheme to give the Louisiana lot­ 
tery a legal foothold In this State wa9 
squelched with a suddenness that made 
some of its supporters dizzy. 
A careful 
canvass of tho House membership con­ 
vinced ex-Scnator Spencer of Alabama, 
attorney for tho company, who has been 
doing all the plugging for the Sandagger 
lottery bill, that ho could not secure the 
necessary two-thirds vote. 
He then de­ 
cided to abandon the fight and instruct­ 
ed his workers to lay down their hands. 
When tho bill came up in the House 
for its second reading Representative 
Walsh moved to indefinitely nostpone 
consideration of it. 
Walsh had been 
favoring the bill, and this action on his 
part was seconded by Representative 
Stevens, who had also favored it. ■ Rep­ 
resentative Walsh explained thattheob- 
ject of tho motion to indefinitely post 
pone was to take tho bill out of the way 
of other legislation and permit the bust 
ness of the session to proceed. 
Representative Stevens stated in re­ 
ply to a charge of the minority that lf 
this was to shut off the investigation of 
the bill that he desired to see the in­ 
vestigation proceed. 
A vote being taken, the motion to in­ 
dol! nitoly postpone tho 
bill carried. 
This, it is believed, Is tho death knell of 
the bill, and its opponents aro jubilant. 
In the Senate, Bell, a Democrat, intro­ 
duced a resolution calling for an inves­ 
tigation of the charges of bribery on tho 
bill, and also included tho State Repub­ 
lic a convention and the United States 
Senatorial fight.

W ashington*, Feb. ll.—In tho nous© 
tho journal of Thursday's proceedings 
was read, and. although tho Democrats 
did not demand a detailed reading of the 
document they insisted upon a yea and 
nay vote upon its approval. It was ap­ 
proved—yeas 119, nays I (Mr. Buckalew); 
tho Speaker counting a quorum. 
T ho journal of Friday’s proceedings 
containing no ruling b j tho Speaker on 
account of counting a quorum was ap­ 
proved without demur. 
Mr. Henderson of Illinois presented 
the conference report on the bill to re­ 
move snags, etc., from tho Missouri 
river, and It was agreed to. 
(As agreed 
to tho bill appropriates 875,000 for tho 
removal of snags from the Missouri river 
and 875,000 for the improvement of tho 
mouth of tho Columbia river. 
Mr. Cannon, of Illinois, from the com­ 
mittee on rules, reported back tho new 
codo of rules, and tho House proceeded 
to consider It. In explaining tho pro­ 
visions of tho codo Mr. Cannon stated 
that of the forty-seven rules which gov­ 
erned the last House twenty-nino were 
reported without any material change. 
Mr. Mills, of Texas, mado a speech 
opposing tile prouosed changes, saving 
tho minority might be silenced and their 
hands bound, but that tho error would 
become manifest to the country before 
tho closo of the session. 
Mr. Hayne of Pennsylvania mado a 
vigorous speech, favoring that feature 
of the rules which provide.; for a count 
of members present but not voting. 
He 
said that the feature of the constitution 
which authorized tho arrest and bring­ 
ing in of members when the House 
found itself without a quorum was itself 
proof that the constitution contemplated 
their mere presence to constitute a quo­ 
rum, for it provides no means to compel 
members to voto. He cited a decision of 
tho Supreme court of 
Pennsylvania 
which held that tile refusal of members 
of a parliamentary body to voto did not 
break a quorum. 
Mr. Hlount, of Georgia, followed an­ 
tagonizing tho provision that tho com­ 
mittee of tho wholo should consist of 
IOO members and ridiculing tho proposi­ 
tion that fifty-one members could consti­ 
tute a majority to transact important 
business of tho country. 
On motion of Mr. Grosvenor tho House 
adjourned at 5:30 p. in. 


The Senate. 
W a sh in g t o n, Fob. ll —A number of 
petitions were presented in the Senate, 
among which were tho following: 
Tty Senator Chandler, from the citizens 
of Mississippi, asking for tho establish­ 
ment of a Republican form of govern­ 
ment in that State and a free ballot and 
a fair count. By Senator Ingalls, one 
on the same subject and asking for tho 
enforcement of the fifteenth amendment. 
By Mr. Voorhees, from the Indianapolis 
board of trade, asking for a total repeal 
of tho interstate commerce lew. 
By 
Senator Cullom, from the Chicago board 
of trade, praying tho passage of the 
Dorsey bank superintendent bill. 
Several bills making appropriations 
for public buildings were reported and 
placed on the calendar, among them 
one providing 850,000 for a public build­ 
ing at Sterling, 111 
The following measures havo passed: 
House bill, appropriating 840,000 for tho 
Marion (Iud.) branch of tho Soldiers’ 
home; Senate bill, appropriating 8800,- 
000 for a site for a public building at 
New Orleans; appropriating 8500,000 
for a public building at Sioux City, 
Iowa; appropriating 8200,000 for a pub­ 
lic building at Cedar Rapids, Iowa; ex­ 
tending for two years tho time for 
constructing a bridge across the Missis­ 
sippi river at Clinton, Iowa. 
Senator Voorhees called up the House 
bill for tho appropriation of 840,000 for 
the establishment of a Marion branch of 
the National Soldiers’ homo of Indiana, 
which was passed by tho Senate. After 
the introduction of several unimportant 
bills and resolutions, on motion of Mr. 
Platt the Oklahoma bill was taken up 
and tho consideration of the amend­ 
ments continued. 
Senator Plumb ofTorcd an amendment 
to incorporate No Man’s Land in tho 
; Territory of Oklahoma and demanded a 
voto, which was had, and no quorum was 
announced. 
Tho roll-call showed a quorum, but 
tho hour of 2 o’clock arriving, tho Blair 
bill came up as unfinished business and 
Mr. Blair continued his remarks. 
When Senator Blair had concluded his 
speech calendar business was taken up 
and after tho disposition of a few unim­ 
portant bills tho Senate proceeded to the 
consideration of executive business, and 
after a short session adjourned. 


?ohh T*. Ffau of Cincinnati told of a 
conversation ho had with Wood after his 
release from prison.

Further Testimony Regarding the [Cele­ 
brated Ohio Forgery. 
W a s h in g to n , Feb. ll.—Before the 
House committee on tho Ohio ballot-box 
forgery Senator Stockbridge of Michi­ 
gan was called to tho stand. 
Ho was 
shown the forged paper, and denied hav­ 
ing signed it or knowing anything about 
a ballot-box bill or contract. Senator 
McPherson of New Jersey, the next 
witness, said ho had a number of occupa­ 
tions, but had no ballot-box 'Industry 
among them. He also knew nothing of 
the forged paper, and declared his signa­ 
ture a forgery. 
The witness having 
referred to the ballot-box matter as a 
conspiracy, Mr* Turner asked if he 
knew anything of a conspiracy in that 
connection. 
He replied that when a 
gentleman had abundant opportunity to 
ascertain tho falsity of such a charge, 
but hastened instead to give it to the 
world, It might bo regarded as a con­ 
spiracy. 
Gov. Foraker inquired if it would not 
depend on 
the circumstances under 
which tho paper had been secured and 
the apparent proof to support its char­ 
acter. 
Senator McPherson replied that as tho 
paper, if genuine, would degrade and 
ruin public men, and properly so, they 
should have been consulted when it was 
possible to do so by traveling four or five 
miles. His first impulse on reading the 
publication had been to have every man 
connected with ii arrested within forty- 
eight hours. 
Gov. Foraker—Hadn’t you better do 
that yet, Senator ? The courts are still 
open. 
Senator McPherson—I do not know. 
Halstead got down In tho dirt and rolled 
ovor In his humiliation and attempted to 
remedy the wrong, which changes the 
situation somewhat. 
James W. O’Neil of Lebanon, Ohio, 
testified as to a conversation ho had with 
Mr. Halstead respecting tho forgery, 
when the latter said ho was not tho man 
between tho millstones; that ho was dis­ 
posed to hang tho paper up in the win­ 
dow so that everybody might see it. 
Witness was convinced that Mr. Hal­ 
stead believed the paper to be genuine. 
When witness called attention to Sena­ 
tor Sherman’s denial, Mr. Halstead re­ 
plied that he would not mention any 
Republican names, but he hoped, for 
reasons that went beyond State lines 
and were not as broad as the nation it­ 
self, that the gentlemen would not deny 
the gcnuiness of their signatures. 
Representative Morey of Ohio testified 
that he had told Mr. Halstead that he 
doubted the genuineness of Mr. James 
E. Campbell’s signature. Mr. Halstead 
had insisted that the signatures were all 
right, and had shown him the photo­ 
graphic copy of the paper to convince 
him, besides referring to 
“contract 
1,000” as an ably drawn document The 
collateral facts, Mr. Halstead argued, 
established tho genuineness of Camp­ 
bell’s signature. 
However, lf it ap- 
Eared otherwise, his plain duty would 
to make the truth known. In the 
end he convinced witness that the paper 
WM genuine.

Mem phis, Tenn., Feb. ll.—The tow­ 
boat Port Eads, en route from Cairo to 
New Orleans, with seven barges of grain, 
struck the east pier of the bridge being 
built to span tho river at this point and 
sunk at 7 o’clock this morning.

For the year 1687 
we find th a t in th is judicial d istric t the num - 
ir r of cases entered was: For Hock county, one 
hundred and eighty; Jeffcison county, sixty- 
one; and for G reen county, tw enty-eight; or 
for Rock more th an double th e num ber than 
there were in Jefferson an d G reen com bined. 
We also find the tram p question an expeiuiive 
one for Rock county. I t costs about $7.25 per 
head to com m it tram ps and vagrants to our 
county jail from Edgerton, C linton, Beloit and 
Evansville;

Dairy Notes. 
Dairy salt stored in the vicinity ol 
codfish or kerosene, or turpentine, is 
apt to contract flavors that injure the 
butter in which it is used. 
Too much of the winter care of stock 
is trusted to a chore boy, who has no 
interest for his employer’s property, 
and who doe3 not possess the judg 
ment of a man. 
Some farmers, even at this day, are 
so blinded by their own ignorance that 
they are offended when a man tell! 
them truthfully that their butter is not 
up to the standard of the m arket 
The stables should not only be well 
cleaned and purified by plenty of fresh 
litter and plaster, which neutralizes the 
odor of a stable, but also by ample 
ventilation with abundant space for 
each cow. 
Tho cow is a wonderful machine— 
almost a creator; for, feed her $40 
worth of appropriate foods per annum, 
and she will furnish a family with 
more food than they can buy in other 
as palatable forms for $100. 
Put white butter and yellow butter 
side by side and tell the consumer that 
one is artificially colored, and he will 
take the colored article 999,9991 times 
out of 1,000,000. 
Let nobody worry 
about tho consumer being deceived. 
He is after the “yaller.” 
I do not want a kicking cow, says 
John Gould, but I do want to see one 
with nerve enough to, when abused, 
kick her abuser into the furthest cor­ 
ner of the barn, and so severely, that 
when ho arrives there he will under­ 
stand that tho cow has the better de­ 
veloped brain. 


H. M. Vail of Pomfret, Vt., says that 
fifteen years ago the average yield o! 
butter per cow was in that town IOO 
pounds, while now it has increased to 
200 pounds, and the price has corre­ 
spondingly increased. 
He thinks this 
has been obtained by high feeding, 
more care in selecting cattle, and bet­ 
ter care of them generally. 


Not for a minute should smoking be 
allowed in the creamery.

will use tobacco in the butter room is 
not a fit man to employ and the sooner 
you learn this the better it will be for 
you.
